The resolution was referred to the 
manufactures committee after it had 
provoked a debate during which on 
one hand communists were charged 
with a for continuing the 
disturbed conditions, while on_ the 
other Senator Borah, republican, 
Idaho, expressed the opinion that 
wages of the strikers “are far below 
what we suppose is a living wage.” 

Thirteen charges by strikers were 
recited in the resolution. They in- 
cluded complaints against wages, mill 
sanitary conditions and action of the 
authorities toward the strikers, 

Senators Edge, republican, and Ed- 
wards, democtat, defended New Jer- 
sey’s peace officers and denied exist- 
ence of conditions charged’ by the 
strikers, but took opposite views as to 
the advisability of an investigation. 
Senator Edwards said that he opposed 
any federal interference, as the state 
legislature is in session and could han- 
dle the situation, Senator Edge urged 
the investigation, but added “it should 
be broad enough to get down to the 
fundamentals and go to the bottom of 
communist agitation in the country.”

$1,000 IN PRES 
TO COTTON GROWERS 


Athens, Ga. » March 20.—(Special.) 
Prizes totaling $1,000 to be awarded 
the farmers producing the largest 
yiells of eotton on five acres this 
year have been officially announced 
by Dr. Andrew M, Soule. president of 
the State College of Agriculture, The 
supervision and direction of this con- 
test will be in charge of Professor F. 
(. Westbrook, cotton specialist. Corre- . 
spondence relative to this matter 
should be directed to him. 

The first prize will amount to $500, 
the second $250. third $150 and the 
fourth $100. The fertilizer manu- 
facturers of Georgia are donating the 
money, 

The object of the contest is to help 
in the improvement of the staple of 
cotton and to encourage higher acre 
vields in the state, officials in charge 
of the contest state. Poor quality of 
lint and low production per acre are 
declared to be the greatest causes of 
losses to the cotton farmer and it is 
an effort to correct these that the 
prizes are being offered. 

The contest will be open to any 
farmer in the state and five acres ‘n 
one body must be cultivated in order 
for the contestant to be eligible for 
a prize. Simple but accurate records 
must be kept and delivered to the coun- 
ty agent or person designated as chair- 
man of the county cotton club. Ready- 
mixed fertilizer with a side application 
or top dressing as desired by the 
grower, are to be used. 

The quality and length of staple 
will be tested by the cotton special- 
ist of the State College of Agriculture 
from samples submitted by the grower. 

Winners in the contest will be an- 
nounced at the farmers’ conference at 
the State College of Agriculture in 
January, 1927, and prizes awarded at 
that time. 

Farmers may enroll:now by making 
application to the county agent or 
vocational agricultural teacher, it is 
announced.

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Growth cf Atlanta Demands 
Bond Issue, Says Reuben Arnold 


Hearty indorsement of the proposed $8,000,000 bond issue 
for Atlanta and the hope that every registered voter will go to the 
polls March 24—election dav—and vote for all items included in 
the list were expressed Saturday by Reuben Arnold, leading Atlanta 
attorney and public spirited citizen 

“lL am heartily in favor of the proposed city 
$8.000.000," Mr. Arnold said. “Il am in favor of 
bonds to be voted on 

l feel satisfied that the growth of the city demands this bond 
issue. This money will be expended under the immediate super- 
vision of very able men and women, who are conscientious and 
intelligent and have the good of the city at heart. 

“We need the viaducts. We need the City Hall. We need the 
schools. We need the sewers and improvements in the water Sys- 
tem. The city must grow. It must meet all demands made upon 
it in the near future.

Case Investigated by 
Kentucky Commission 
Was $1,000. 


(By Leased Wire to The Constitution and 
The Chicago Tribune.) 


Lexington, Ky., March 20.—In the 
most sensational house cleaning in the 
history of the American turf, Harry 
Stutts, one of the jockey stars of 
America, along with three other jock- 
eys, two owners, and a trainer have 
been ruled off the turf for life, it was 
announced at the close of the Ken- 
tucky Racing commission meeting here 
today. 

The others dealt the extreme pen- 
alty were Jockeys Jimmy Wallace, 
Bert Harvey and Grover Noel; Own- 
ers R. D. and P. J. Williams and 
Trainer Tom Devereaux. 

Are Denied Licenses. 

The names of three other jockeys 
were brought into the scandal, Willie 
Fronk, Walter Taylor and Danny Con- 
nelly, but no action was taken against 
them. However, they were not grant- 
ed licenses to ride in Kentucky during 
the coming season. 

All of those involved were impli- 
eated in “fixed” races run over Ken- 
tucky tracks last season. ‘The charges 
were proved conclusively in a long 
investigation conducted by Sam Nuck- 
ols, one of the stewards at the Ken- 
tucky tracks, during the winter. His 
report showed that the method of fix- 
ing races was almost invariably the 
same—the payment of money to the 
riders involved for their promises not 
to let the horses they were riding win. 

And the fee nearly always was the 
same—one thousand dollars not to 
let a certain horse win. 

Word of the sentence was sent to 
Stutts, who is now at Tia Juana, hav- 
ing gone there several days ago to

Evidence Complete. 

While the commission did not make 
public the evidence against those pun- 
ished at today’s meeting, the investi- 
gation is said to be complete against 
every one involved.

\P. J. Williams had not only con- 
'spired with the various jockeys to pull 

horses in races, but had campaigned

'4-year-old. Other irregularities were 
'so conclusive that arrangements have

Entries should be mailed in duplicate 
so that Mutt Stephens, coach at Gor- 
don Military institute, where the meet 
will be held, may also have a copy. 

Owmeg to the large number of en- 
trants which must be taken care of, 
no school will be permitted to enter 
more than 10 men, and no school may 
enter more than two men in ‘any 
event, 

Eighteen events are carded on the 
program, but only 16 of them will be 
counted in the point-seore. The jave- 
lin throw and bigh hurdles will not 
be considered as point-scoring events. 

The field events and the order of 
their starting are: Pole vault, put- 
ting the 12-pound shot, running high 
jump, discus throw, running broad 
jump, and the javelin.

Declaring that he favors the pro- 
posed $8,000,000 bond issue for civic 
improvements in Atlanta, except the 
$1,000,000 set aside for construction 
of a new city hall, Judge Ernest C. 
Kontz Saturday attacked the munie- 
ipal building plans as being “indefinite 
and unsettlad.”” and stated that he is 
opposed to abandoning the present 
city hall site. 

“T am reliably informed that a 
duplicate of the present courthouse, of 
only eight stories, would cost more 
than $2.000,000, and that the pro- 
posed 20-story marble palace could not 
be built for that sum.” Judge Kontz 
said. 

“We are asked to vote $1,000,000 
for the ney city hall, but the schools 
need that sum today. If you get a 
frank answer, you will be told that 
no plans have been drawn for the new 
proposed city hall, and leaders of the 
movement do not know exactly what 
they are going to do with the money. 

“No wonder with this condition ex- 
isting city council preferred to go to 
Boston for the legal opinion as to the 
validity of bonds issued under this 
proposition. Council thus passed some 
“M) members of the local bar, includ- 
ing the city attorney, whose opinion 
' would have been given for no addi- 
| tional cost. | 

“I don’t blame property owners in 
the vicinity of the proposed viaducts 
for trying to get the city to spend 
$1,000,000, eliminate the _ railroad 
crossings and boost the values of their 
personal belongings. 

“The only reason the bond money 
jis not made available now instead of 
‘dolled over a period of practically five 
‘years is because otherwise it might 
have involved inereased assessments 
‘or tax rates, which have got to come, 
and this ordinance was enacted to 
‘pass the buck’ to the next administra- 
tion. 

“T see in the morning's paper that 
the statement is made that ‘all loyal 
Atlantans will rally to the support of 
the plans in its entirety. and I can 
‘only say that if this is disloyal, make 
‘the most of it.’’

Professor Watson Explains How It 
All Depends On the Training They 
Get and Why They Should Not 
Be Coddled or Filled With 
Foolish Fears 


Mrs. Alice Roosevelt Longworth and her little daughter, Paulina, whose re- 

markable heredity, according to Professor Watson’s theories, will have nothing 

whatever to do with determining whether or not she will grow up to be a 
remarkable woman. 


HAT sort of men and women 
babies grow up to be is a 
matter that concerns not only 
the pride and satisfaction of 
the parents and the happi- 
piness of the children them- 


selves but the welfare of the whole 


human race. The progress civiliza- 
tion will be able to make during the 
coming generation depends entirely 
upon the strength that is supplied it 
by the tiny bits of humanity who are 
now in their cradles. 


A theory long held by many scien- 
fists declares that a baby’s future de- 
pends entirely on its heredity, on the 
kind of traits it has inherited from its 
parents, its grandparents and all its 
more remole ancestors. 

Another school of scientists. holds 
that everything depends upon the. en- 
vironment into which the child is born. 


Still others think that it is a com- 
bination of heredity and environment 
which shapes the child’s future. 

Dr. John B. Watson, one of: the 
greatest living students of child psy- 
chology, has a brand new idea to ofter 
about a baby’s future. He believes 
that it depends not on. the 
heredity or environment, but on the 
training the boy or girl receives from 
birth until the age of three yea: 
These are the vears, he believes, when 
parents, nurses and teachers can pr 
pare these squirmy bits of humun flesh 
for any sort of future they please.

In other words, the: responsibility 
for the men and women of tamorrow 
and what they will make of the world 
rests entirely on the men and women 
who are training the babies of today. 


If they would train them as_ they 
should, if every baby in the whole civ- 
lized world should be set on the right 
path during its formative years, Dr. 
Watson believes that civilization 
might be completely transformed 
within the short spaces of one gen- 
eration. Crime and poverty could be 
reduced to a minimum and the prob- 


lems of marriage and divorce, of tem-.. 


perance and war and many others that 
now perplex and trouble the world 
could be worked out to satisfactory 
conclusions. 


“By the time boys have reached 
the reformatory, it is too late to help 
matters,” says Dr. Watson. “‘It is the 
wrong training which children have re- 
ceived during their first three years of 
lite that makes them develop into 
criminals and other human misfits. 
(heir whole future, for good or bad, 
is Shaped during those three years. 

“If people only knew how to train 
their children in babyhood we would 
soon have no more paupers and crim- 
inals. The divorce problem would 
be solved and within one generation 


an amazing change for the better 
would Come over the world. The re- 
sponsibility for most of the things that

are wrong with the world today lies 
with the taulty education which chil- 
dren receive during their first

‘There are so few parents and 
hurses Who are tit to bring up chil- 
dren. We have learned more about 
rtdium in-the last fifteen. vears than 
we have learned about children in all 
the centurtes we have been rearing 
them. Doubtless it would be a good 


thing for the world if for twenty years 


no children whatever were rought 
into the world except those needed for 
experimental purposes and if all that 


time were devoted to a laboratory 
study of them. 


“As things are today, many chil- 
dren have a better chance of growing 
up right turned loose on the streets 
than by remaining in so-called good 
homes. What is called ‘putting the 
fear of God’ into children has proba- 
bly made more criminals than any of 
the corner gangs in the siums.”’ 

These are the conclusions reached 
by Dr. Watson after years of experi- 
ment with 500 babies selected from 
maternity hospiials, orphan asylums 
and private homes of various classes. 
He has also supplemented these ex- 
periments with a close siudv of iis 
two young sons. These boys are the 
first. children in the world to he 
brought up in strict accordance with 
Dr. Watson’s theories. 

Dr. Watson believes that two of the 
greatest mistakes parents make are in 
coddling their children too much and 
in filling their little minds with sense- 
less feats. He believes that no child is 
born with either desire or need for all 
the kisses, pats, bar hugs and the other 
sentimental demonstrations of affec- 
tion which they so often get. Such cod- 
dling makes children egotists, tyrants 
and hypochondriacs when they grow 
up, and it plays no small part in the 
causes of the divorce evil. 

Every baby, his experiments have 
shown, is born unafraid of practically 
anything. The fact that children soon 
become afraid of. dogs and strange 
persons, bright lights and darkness, 
and a great variety of other things is 
all due to the wrong ideas which are 


put into their little heads. 

Dr. Watson’s experiments to find 
out whether a baby is instinctively 
afraid of certain things or whether his 
fear is acquired were very interesting. 
In one of them a seven-months-old 
infant was placed on the laboratory 
floor. The child had never seen any 
sort of animal. 

A rabbit, first, was placed before 
him. He reached for it, eager to get 
it. But in the home many a child 
cries at a rabbit. A dog, a white rat 
and even a younz boa constrictor 
were all placed before baby. And 
that seven-months-old child scrambled 
for every one of the animals, mad to 
get them in his hands! Yet the aver- 
age adult tells you an antipathy to 
snakes is born in him and the very 
thought of snakes gives him nausea. 

Dr. Watson turned to other stimuli. 
Fire is terrifying to most babies. And 
many grown-ups are hysterically 
afraid of fire. A fire was built near 
the baby—and the baby squirmed in 
delight to reach the fire! Next, a 
flashing light was shaken before the 
child’s eyes, but he did not budge nor 
cry. He was, again, fascinated. And 
each of the 500 babies was the same. 
Of all the sights they were supposed 
to fear they were absolutely fearless. 

Other new experiments were tried. 
The docior stood behind the seven- 
months-old baby with a steel bar and 
a hammer. He rounded the hammer 
suddenly on the bar—and the baby 
wrinkled up its little face and cried 
out loudly at the sudden noise. When, 
later, he was shown a rabbit, at the 
same time the steel was pounded, he 
grew afraid of the rabbit. And would

mal, of course, is the explanation. 

Of just one other thing those 500 
babies showed an apparently instinc- 
tive fear—and that was of having 
their support removed. Pull the 
baby’s blanket—and each one of those 
infantile “subjects” would cry out in 
terror. 

“Now,” explains Dr. Watson, 
“probably more careers are ruined, 
more lives blasted by fear than by 
faulty adenoids, for instance. If the 
man or the woman could face life with 
merely the two fears he and she are 
born with—fear of a sudden noise and 
fear of loss of support—this world 
would suddenly become an astound- 


ingly efficient place. But, instead, 
what do we find? We find men 
afraid to cross the ocean because 


sometime in their infancy fear of the 
water was bullt in on them; we find 
women afraid to open letters because 
once news of a tragic death came to 
them suddenly in a letter; we find 
people afraid to tackle jobs for which 
they are able, from fear of the neigh- 
hors’ knowing it, if they fail—and this 
fear goes right back to childhood, 
when mother ‘told on’ them and they 
were publicly shamed. We find fears 
of such harmless animals as cats and 
mice, fear of lightning, fear of many 
other things held by a goodly propor- 
tion of the world, and they go through 
their davs quaking. 

“And the laboratory has proved 
that every emotion and every fear ex- 
cept two are ‘built in’ on the child in 
the home. Modesty, shame, acquisi- 
tion, avarice, emulation, anger, curi- 
osity, jealousy, parental love—we 
none of these at birth. We ac- 
quire them as our parents plant them 
in us, making us in their own image. 

“Certainly we must fear certain 
things, but the fears should not be em- 
phasized. A child early learns not to 
touch a hot radiator. Probably one 
experience with the radiator will cure 
him of further tampering. But what 
about the pretty vase on the table? 
He reaches for it. He dearly wants it. 
Of course, he must be taught that he

“I started to cure him of this bear 
by a method worked out 
Hopkins by Miss Mary Jones. The 
baby was set at the table for his 
luncheon and at the further end was 
placed, under a cover, the goldfish 
bowl. As he was given his cereal, the 
cover from the bowl was removed. 
He cried—and we took the bowl 
further away, yet kept it within sight. 
Each day at luncheon, we moved the 
voldtish a little nearer until we came 
to the dav when we put one fish in a 
tuinbler and set it at his place. He 
now was absolutely fearless of the one 
fish. Soon we could set the entire 
bowl before him, and he would eat his 
luncheon and enjoy the antics of the 
fish. 

‘Fear is core deep. To remove 
fear, you’ve got to implant a fearless- 
ness, also core deep. Th reason why 
the cures of the psychoanalysts so 
many times are not lasting is because 
they try to reason out fear, or talk it 
out or shame it out. Implanted fear 
is deep down in the vitals of man, and 
you’ve got to reach down that far 
to pull it out. 

‘‘As fear is implanted, so every vice 
and implanted also. The 
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logical tests which Dr. Watson made of 500 live babies and on which he bases 
his theory that what children become depends entirely on the sort of training 
| they receive during their first three years of life.

Any more than this, he’s just 
flesh, to be educated well or ill. The 
same flesh will make a crook or a 
genius, according to the qualities 
‘bred in’ upon him in the home. 

“Experiments show that the child, 
at birth, feels love merely as a physi- 
cal drawing to the person who rubs 
his head, fondles him, holds him, jig- 
gles him up and down on the knee. 
If that person is the mother—as it 
generally is—the child feels love for 
the mother. If it is the nurse, then 
the love is for this paid employee. 
One coddling mother 1 know had to 
leave her baby for three weeks. She 
wondered what he would do without 
her constant, cloying attention. His 
nurse paid him the same attention— 
and when the mother returned, he did 
not know her and preferred the sub- 
stitute she had supplied! 

“Another child, whose history I 
followed, went with its mother and its 
grandmother and its nurse for a two-

Lifelong invalidism also results from 
childhood coddling. If the child is 
ill, he is kept from school; given exe 
tra candy for taking his medicine, pat- 
ted on the head, deluged with kisses. 

“The wisely nurtured child is never 
kissed, except perhaps once on_ his 
forehead, when he says good night. 
One kiss a day is ample. Treat the 
child as you would a young adulf, 
pleasantly but ‘objectively.’ Don’t 
live with him all day long. Let him 
overcome the circumstances of his 
own world, by early struggle; save 
him from later being eternally beaten 
by circumstances. 

“If it were possible, it would be 
good for a child to rotate mothers 
every week.

BHAT is the most famous sione 
in the world? 

Many patriotic Americans 
will advance the claims of 
Plymouth Rock. — English- 
men will no doubt insist it is 
the Stone of Scone, on which their 
kings are crowned, and on which tra- 
dition says Jacob pillowed his head. 
Scientists and scholars will vote for 
the Rosetta Stone, whose parallel 
columns of inscriptions unlocked the 
rich records of ancient Egypt. 

But importance and fame are not 
necessarily synonomous. The man in 
the street will probably carry the vote 
overwhelmingly for the stone that is 
so well Known that it has created 
noun, an adjective, and a verb in the 
English language: the Blarney Stone. 

The owner of the Blarney Stone 
wed, inctdentally, of Blarney Casile 
and Blarney estate e Colt- 
hurst, died recently, and the property 
has passed to his son of the same 
name. In connection with this change 
of ownership in Ireland’s greatest 
tourist magnet, the following bulletin 
on the stone has been released from 
the Washington, D. C., headquarters 


of the National Geographic society: 
“Blarney—village, castle and stone 
is geographically a sort of adjunct 
of the citv of Cork,”’ says the bulle- 
tin. “But when one witnesses the 
haste of tourists to push ‘on ta the 
castle he is tempted to turn the rela- 
tionship about and consider Cork as 
inerely the convenient -gateway to the 
romantically famous stone. The trav- 
eler bound for Blarney journeys tive 
miles northwest from Cork, then one 
hundred and twenty-five feet up 
winding stone stairs to the top of the 
massive castle tower. The latter di- 
mensions is far the more important; 
for in order to kiss the bit of rock one 
must hang head down, someone hold- 
ing on to his legs, with notlung be- 
tween him and the ground but a few 
feathery, impotent tree-tops, far be- 
low. Romantic philanderers to the 
contrary notwithstanding, this is 
probably the world’s most hair-raising 
and goose-flesh-producing kiss. 
“Blarney Castle was built in the 
fifteenth century as a_ great family 
fortress, that of the MacCarthys, 
chieftains of Munster. Homes had to 
withstand sieges in those days, and 
the tower of Blarney was built to be 
siége-proof. The walls are eighteen 
feet thick in places, and the stairway 


rises between the outer and inne 
faces. At the top is an overhanging 
cornice with open spaces in the floor 
outside the main tower walls. Through 
these openings the defenders dropped 
on besiegers who came close enough 
Stones, hot cinders, burning oil, 
molten lead, and other discouraging 
missiles. It is through one of these 
loop-holes that he who would kiss the 
Blarney Stone must be lowered. 
“The stone itself is one of the rec- 
tangular building blocks of which the 
tower is constructed and lies in the 
outer wall just below the overhang- 
ing structure. A noticeable depres- 
sion has been worn in by the hun- 
dreds of thousands of lips that have 
been pressed against it since the odd 
legend in regard to it arose. The 
legend, so potent that it has worn 
down the old tower steps and has 
turned countless visitors upside down, 
is that he who kisses. the stone will 
be endowed with irresiStible eloquence 
—will receive ‘the gift of blarney.’ 
“The origin of the legend is a sub- 
ject of dispute. One version has it 
that a MacCarthy, invested by an 
overwhelming English force, 
fully put the Enelish leader off month 
after month, each time cffering a 
new and plausible excuse for a deiay

I fought to take it into 
my system, because so soon it was 
back to the narrow cot and the iron 
bars again for me. 


And io think, some of the men 


didn’t want that daily stimulant. That, 
to me, was pitiable. So downhearied, 
so inert, so benumbed they were to- 
ward life that they would rather lie 
in bed than to feel the blood cours- 
ing through their veins. 


Breakfast in the death house is 
served at 7. It doesn’t amount to 
much. Two pieces of toast without 
butter, oatmeal, a cup of coffee anda 
pint of milk. 


Grim Humor. 


No one ever ate the toast or the 
oatmeal. Some of the fellows guiped 
down the coffee and went back to 
bed. Then they slept till noon. 


At first I did that. I found I was 
sleeping twelve out of every tweniy- 
four hours. I was stupid, bilious and 
dull all the time. 

Acting on Father McCatfrey’s ad- 
vice, I made myself stay up morn- 
ings, although there seemed so little 
reason for doing it. I went through 
setting-up exercises in my cell. It 
was only ten by twelve, but I could 
stretch and extend my arms and legs. 

And I always had the guard open 
the window first. Then I read my 
Bible for an hour. And after that 
came my turn in the courtyard.

When the good kings came 
to an untimely end, the Chronicles 
discovered that each of these kings 
had been guilty of some sin, which 
explained the calamity and _ justified 
the ways of God to men. But the 
standing religious problem of the 
Israelites did not admit of this easy so- 
lution. This theory was, however, 
very agreeable to the prosperous; so 
other desperate efforts were made to 
confirm it. 

1. A partial solution was suggest- 
ed by appealing to the mystery of the 
divine will, which has set up a stand- 
ard of morality beyond the imperfect 
knowledge of man. “Who can un- 
derstand his errors?’’ All men are 
guilty of unconscious sing Thus the 
suffering of a comparatively inno- 
cent man, who Suffers more than an 
outbrokenly wicked man, might be 
due to such unconscious sins.

Meantime the old theory was be- 
ing undermined from opposite 
sides. First, outward prosperity was 
unsatisfying even though theoretical- 
ly it was an assurance of God’s favor 
and a token of His approval. It is 
declared in Ecclesiastes to be empty 
and worthless, ‘“‘vanity of vanities,” 
(margin, ‘‘feeding on wind’’). This 
prepared the way for a distinction be- 
tween material and spiritual blessed-

In the second place, adversity or 
suffering would not comform itself to 
the orthodox theory. It was a case 
in which a theory was killed by the 
facts. The wicked often flourished, 
and the righteous as often came to 
ruin. We are told that in the dis- 
astrous periods of Israel’s history it 
was the righteous individuals that 
suffered the most grievous hardships 
and that because of their righteous- 
ness—‘‘For Thy sake are we killed all 
the day long.’”” Men began be 
very Skeptical of a perfect retributive 
providence in this world.

The Bilious Temperament. 


IPPOKRATES thought the 
character, personality or dis- 
position of a man depended 
on the predominance of one 
or another body fluid and ac- 
cordingly the father of medi- 

cine recognized the sanguine (cheer- 
ful, happy) temperament, the lym- 
phatic or phlegmatic (cold, calm, 
quiet), the choleric or bilious, and the 
melancholic. 


Choler means bile, and also it has 
come to mean irascibility; nowadays 
a choleric individual is one whose pas- 
sion is easily aroused, an irritable per- 
son, one who gets angry over trifles. 
All this the ancients thought was caus- 
ed by an overflow of bile into his 
whole body—of course they didn’t 
know that the blood circulated. 

The Hippokratic conceptions of 
temperament or disposition are no 
longer tenable. They are just fanci- 
ful or imaginary explanations of the 
different personal dispositions. 

The billous temperament, however, 
is still a popular myth. 

No doubt the invalid with jaundice 
feels mean, but even though he be as 
vellow as saffron the only change in 
his disposition is a tendency toward 
sadness or gioom. In jaundice the 
whole body i$ stained with bile—skin, 
mucous membranes, sclerotics (whites 
of eyes), even the urine and sweat. 

In the recent past, when .a quack 
or nostrum monger could buttonhole 
almost any simple stranger and assure 
the poor fellow that he had ‘liver 
complaint,” the state of mind popu- 
larly ascribed to imaginary “liver 
complaint” or “torpid liver’ was:a 
kind of sad, pessimistic, gloomy, intro-

spective, morbid one, in fact, a very 
suggestible state, such as any unso- 
phisticated person may readily de- 
velop by reading some testimonials or 
other quack fiction. 


Suggestible is right. One of the 
most prodigious hoaxes ever perpe- 
trated on the Wisenheimer family was 
exposed only two or three years ago. 
A nostrum purporting to be a cure for 
gall-stone disease and other serious 
diseases of the biliary apparatus, was 
found to be actually nothing but the 
ridiculous old gallstone’ trick—per- 
suading the sucker to swallow a large 
dose of some disguised cottonseed oil, 
peanut oil or other oil, and chase it 
with an alkali or saline cathartic, 
which reacts with the oil in the intes- 
tine to form soaplike luinps, and the 
sucker imagines these lumps are gall- 
Stones! The chap who revived the 
old trick published an imposing num- 
ber of testimonials, all faked, and 
made a huge success of the game. In 
fact, he is still at it, for the birthrate 
remains about as it was in Barnum’s 
time. But this fellow had a keen in- 
sight of the temperament of his pros- 
pects, for he contrived to get a phe- 
nomenal amount of pessimism, gioom 
and sadness inio each of his stand- 
ardized made-to-order testimonials.

the composition is little short of classic. It is an allegory of the seasons. The 
figure at the extreme right in the picture is Boreas, the mythical representative 
of the North Wind and Winter, half naked, with cheeks inflated, sweeping down 
with arms outstretched as if to grasp the maiden, representative of Early Spring, 
and thereby staying her approach. Notice the trees are bending to protect them- 
selves from Winter's cruelties as he advances. In the maiden’s mouth is a budding 
rranch which signifies to Nature that the winter vacation 1s over. She accom- 
panies the Goddess Flora, who comes next, scattering flowers from her lap. This 
carefree, exhilarant miss, with mouth open, exposing pure white teeth, is intoxi- 
cated with happiness. Why shouldn’t she be? It is springtime; Nature is freed 
from the shackles of winter; the flowers send forth their sweetness; the birds 
return; thoughts of love are in the air, and joy reigns supreme.

The next figure, her feet in sandals, and a robe flung loosely over her right 
arm, represents Summer. Immediately above her is Cupid, aiming a tlaming dart 
at one of the three Graces, who come next. The one with her back to us is wist- 
fully gazing at Mercury on their left, who represents Autumn, 


Botticelli, whose real name was Allesandro Filipepi, was born in 1447. He 
was indifferent to studies, and the father early despaired of making a scholar of 
him. Sandro was Struck with a sudden notion to become a painter. This eccen- 
tric, erratic bov, who delighted in playing jokes on his friends, rose rapidly to 
success. His career was brilliant. Commissions came unsolicited. Royal families 
sought his services. His fame spread throughout the land. He rose to unbelievable 
heights, and then fate, ever watching for an opening, dealt the blow that sent him 
down to the incredible depths of humilitv.
